The decrease represented a re- 


duction of 127,000 barrels of do- 
mestic crude oil stocks and 66,- 
000 barrels of foreign. 


The bureau said production In 


tho week ended August 28 as well 
as crude runs to stills "continued 
at record breaking levels." Dally 
average production was about 3, 
735,000 barrels, virtually tho same 
as tho average for the prtvlous 
week. 


Imports declined materially, av- 


eraging only 44,000 barrels daily 
compared with 117,000 barrels for 
the previous week. Daily average 
runs to stills wore estimated at 
3,435,000 barrels, a slight reduction 
under the estimate of tho week 
ended August 21.

PRODUCTION OF HONEY ONE 


MAJOR INDUSTRIES NAVARRO 


COUNTY, ACCORDING SURVEY 


Despite the fact that some 31 


million Navarro county bees are 
now engaged in harvesting honey 
rom cotton crops in Lamb county 
n the Texas Panhandle, a hasty 
survey indicated a strong possi- 
bility that well over a billion t/I 
he 
Insect manufacturers 
remain 


n the county, perfectly organized 
or work or war, preferably work. 
The survey was suggested by re- 
ceipt of a clipping from the Lamb 
County Leader, published at Little- 
field, Texas, last week, reporting 
that two Corsicana apiarists, E. C- 
loss and E. A. White, had recent- 
y moved 140 hives or colonies of 
bees to that section to utilize the 
good cotton crop growing in that 
sector. An estimated 
seven mil- 


lion bees were In the colonies but 
local bee fanciers indicated that 
:h,ere wi-re probably about four 
.Imes that number. 


Ciolng Into tho mathematics of 


bee culture, Coraslcana bee-keep- 
ers pointed out that there would 
be between 15,000 and 18,000 in- 
sects In a pound of bees when 
they were not loaded with honey, 
and the average active colony con- 
sisted of some 15 to 20 pounds of 
jees. Figure It out for yourself. 


Much Honey Produced. 
Thousands of pounds of honey 


are produced annually in the va- 
rious apiaries in and near Corsicu- 
na. Including the Nolen plant on 
North Beaton 
street, the 
Ross 
apiary In Zions' Rest, and ths 
Wliito unit at Powell and innum- 
erable smaller units all over the 
county ,as well as many Individual 
colonies maintained 
by 
farmers 
over the county. 
The practice of "farming 
out" 


th>! bees is not new it was learned 
but Is practiced generally In the 
South. 
The 
Nolen colonies are 


scattered over an area of some 
four or five counties, including 
Ellis, Henderson, Limestone, Free- 
stone, as well as Navarro, 


A hasty inspection of the main 
plant of one of tho apiaries Indi- 


cated there was much more to 
successful beekeeping ana culture 
.ban is generally understood by 
tho layman. 
For instance, only a small por- 


tion of the comb honey taken 
from the hives Is used entirely 
and processed with a section of 
comb in the container as seen, on 
;he grocer's shelves. And there is 
a reason. It takes 16 pounds of 
honey to make a pound of wax, so 
machinery 
has 
been 
developed 
that throws the honey out of the 
cells of the comb and they arc 
returned to the hive and all Mr. 
Bee has to do Is to make minor 
repairs and then start storing hon- 
ey again. A majority 
of honey- 


eaters prefer their product comb- 
loss and this is enllrel yagrceable 
to the 
apiarist, 
for reasons of 
economy. 
Bees Complete Walls. 


Sometimes the comb Is taken 


from the frames and then it is 
carefully strained and then melt- 
ed down, and shipped off to be 
made into foundations which are 
sheets of wax into which the pat- 
terns of the 
honey cells have 


been stamped, and all the bees 
have to do is complete the walls. 
The beemen reported 
that this 


eliminated a large percentage_ of 
the drones In each colony and al- 
lowed principally active bees to 
rcmuin. 


Some Navarro county beekeep- 
ers 
reported 
considerable 
losses 


in their colonies this year because 
the insects worked poisoned cotton 
and took In such doses of the pois- 
on that they died before they could 
return to the hive. 


An active colony of bees In the 
South is reported to average pro- 
dullng from 100 to 170 pounds of 
honey per year, about half th? 
amount stored up by their half- 
brothers In the north, but that 
would result in some half million 
pounds of honey a year in Na- 
vavro county—and that is some- 
thing—even for a billion bees.

The 
pair are a form of iodine known 
as

Iodine, and

bromide, which is unlke the well- 
known medicine. 
"Whether mine and other ex- 


plosions can be effectively Inhib- 
ited," said Dr. Lewis, "by 
some 


means as the addition- of small 
amounts of substances acting as 
negative catalysts remains to be 
answered in tho future."

most 
popular 
"negative 
catalyst" is the lead in gasoline. 
It slows down the explosion so 
that the engine will not knock. 
The mechanism by which the 
air of an entire mine may be Im- 
munized to 
explosions was ex- 


plained by Dr. Lewis. Mine ex- 
plosions are not directly duo to

made was a suggestion that 
a board be established to 
keep track of 13 of the new 
technologies and try to work 
out what will be the social 
impacts of their develop- 
ment in the next 20 years. 
Beyond that Mr. Ogburn 
and his committee wisely 
did not try to pierce any 
vails. The 13 which bid 
fair to disturb the future 
are these:

Sabbaths"

religious calendar and

served with fasting, prayer, and 
repentance. 


Yom Klppur, will begin Tues- 
day evening with the singing of 
the ancient melody, "Kol Nidre,1' 
and will conclude the ten days 
of penitence which began 
last 


week with the observance of the 
Jewish 
new year. 
Pious 
Jews 


will spend the entire day In the 
synagogue, 
neither 
eating, 
nor 


drinking-, but devoting It entirely 
to meditation and prayer. 


The Day of Atonement is dis- 


tinguished from most other holi- 
days 
with 
day is purely an attempt at self- < 
regeneration 
and 
at-one-ment 


with God. Although 
its 
roots 
reach 
far 
back 
into primitive 


times and may have some rela- 
tion to an ancient equinoctial fes- 
tival, the day received its pres- 
ent character In the Bible pe- 
riod. 


Before the beginning of 


common era, when the Temple in 
Jerusalem 
still stood, the high 


purposes of the day were 
ex- 
pressed In rites of animal sacri- 
fice, the common form of wor- 
ship in the ancient world. Since 
the year 70, however, the central

file 
regional 
sales certificates or receipts with 
county AAA associations. 


AAA officials said these must 


cover "nil cotton sold from the 
1937 
crop" and show the "date 


of sale, name and address of pro- 
ducer, number and gross weight 
of hales and signature and ad- 
dress of buyers.' 


If cotton already has been sold, 


the AAA said producers must ob- 
tain sales certificates, or receipts 
and file them with secretaries of 
county AAA associations "not lat- 
er than September 30, 1937." 


If cotton is sold in the seed, 
the AAA said the receipt must 
show "number of pounds of seed 
cotton andx number of pounds ex- 
pressed In terms of lint cotton, 
rather than number of bales and' 
gross weight." 


Receipts 
for lint 
cotton 
sold 
but not bales must "show pounds 
of lint, rather than number of 
bales and gross weight." 


On tho cotton sold after Sep- 


tember 15 the AAA said receipts 
must be filed "not later than 15 
days after date of sale," 
Evidence of sales may be mailed 


to tho secretary of the county 
AAA association, or delivered in- 
person. 
Producers 
were advised 


to retain duplicate sales certifi- 
cates, or receipts. 
The AAA said payments would 


be 'made "on 65 per cent of a 
grower's 1937 base 
production, 


providing the cotton Is sold prior 
to July 1, 1938." 


If funds remain from the $130,- 


000,000, officials said a payment 
wil' be made on a larger percent- 
ags of the base, or past production. 


The payments will be the dif- 


ference between 12 cents a pound 
and the average price of 7-8 inert 
middling cotton at 
the ten spot 
market* on day of sale, with an 
upper limit of three cents a pound.

cause cotton growers must comply 
with crop control regulations to 
be enacted by congress.

for farmers.

Three 
forks 
merge 
to 
give 
the Trinity its name. West Fork, 
draining Jack, Wise and Tarrant 
counties, is united with Elm Fork 
below Fort Worth; above Dallas. 
Elm Fork rises In Montague coun- 
ty, and flows through Cooke and 
Denton, and the combined streams 
unite with the East Fork, drain- 
Ing Grayson, Fannin, ColHn, Kauf- 
man and Rockwall counties, bellw 
Dallas. 


Lower Reaches Navigated, 
With the first settlement of 
Texas the lower reaches of the 
stream were navigated. 
As de- 
velopment pushed 
Inland 
the 
short, light draft steamers of Hie 
day crept upstream, carrying on 
a 
service 
with 
the 
spasmodic 
regularity of high water seasons; 
sometimes painfully 
probing 
as 
far as Dallas. 


Then the dream was of naviga- 
tion for transportation's sake, of 
year round, easy contact with the 
outside world. 
Railroads provided this contact, 
condemning the In and out ser- 
vice of boats, but In 1890 agita- 
tion for navigation of the Trinity 
revived, wth the argument then,

would bring a reduction. 
"What the Erie has done for 
ew York, the Trinity can do for 
Texas," speakers boomed. A Trln- 
ty river navigation company or-

rary dam below Dallas to keep 
the water level up the East Fork. 


Laymen argued merits of light 
draft steamers and barges, and 
the agitation bore fruit In 1904 
with a rivers and harbors bill 
carrying 
$500,000 
for 
Improve- 


ment, and the Dallas Commerical 
Club subscribed $66,000 additional. 


Locks and Damn Constructed. 
By 1922 seven locks and dams 
costing an 
estimated 
$2,000,000 


dollars, had been constructed, but 
the program had stalemated and 
physical gains were lost during 
the world war. 
Two years ago a government 


survey, one of a number 
since 
1853, reported canalization of the 
Trinity was feasible from an en- 
gineering standpoint,. but the es- 
timated $102,000,000 required would 
not be justified by savings on 
transportation rates. 
Supporters won another hearing 


In Washington June 29, where 
they told the board of rivers and 
harbors they had worked out the 
present, revised plan, calling for 
a smaller number of locks than 
the government estimated. 


Of the $65,000,000 total, $55,000,- 


000 would be granted by the gov- 
ernment, and the rest raised by 
the association. 
A channel a hundred fifty feet 


wide and nine feet deep would 
permit use of standard barges. 
The distance, through use of cut-
